The Frankl house is in Southern California, 
and the architect has very wisely considered this 
regional aspect in his planning. As a result, the 
house—nestled in trees and hills—partakes of 
the distinctive local architectural character. The 
owner stipulated plenty of windows, but being 
a professional interior designer and therefore 
cognizant of the ridiculous extreme to which 
fenestration is carried in Modern architecture, 
required that they be balanced with expansive 
wall areas to defeat any tendency of a “fishbowl” 
effect and to give the interiors the proper feeling 
of being enclosed.

will measure up to any significant criticism. 
Aside from its architectural background of 
polished exotic wood, plaster and waxed tile, the 
brown and beige entrance gallery attains its

Altogether three public rooms 
were designed for this hotel, and 
each presented an architectural 
problem, particularly that of re- 
stricted space. By a clever use of 
mirrors and photomurals the areas 
appear to be enlarged. 

“The Cottonwood Room” is the 
name of the cocktail lounge; a 
large photographic transparency 
forms one entire curved wall with 
lighting installed at the back, fur- 
nishing the entire room illumina- 
tion; this scenic measures seven 
and one-half feet in height by fifty- 
four feet wide. As the surround- 
ing walls and ceiling are painted in 
a solid green-black tone, the brilli- 
ance of this panoramic vista is 
accentuated, giving the persons 
seated at bar or tables the feeling 
that they are actually looking out 
on a river valley with cottonwood 
flats partially screened by the 
branches of oaks and maples in the 
foreground. The foliage is in 
autumnal colors, effectively con- 
trasted to the cool tones of the river 
and far horizons. The whole scene 
is typical of the Middle West, 
especially along the Missouri and 
Mississippi rivers. 

The theme of this room—a cot- 
tonwood tree—has been stylized 
by Mr. Hopkins and painted a dead 
white; it is placed in the center of 
the bar, also painted white, and its 
leafy branches spread overhead, 
lending a spectral quality to the 
room, particularly as the under- 
sides of the white leaves are lit by 
green floodlights shining upward 
from the base. Further details of 
the room combine to heighten the 
woodland effect; the carpet is spe- 
cially designed to resemble the 
splashes of light and dark green 
seen when sunlight shines through 
the trees onto grass; the banquettes 
are upholstered in dark green

DESIGNING THE CHURCH INTERIOR

Au problems, if they are to be carried to a suc- 
cessful and satisfactory termination, must begin 
with a worthwhile concept and a reasoned plan; 
so the redesigning of St. Luke’s R. C. Church, New 
York City, was similarly approached through 


concept and plan. The concept was not difficult, 
as it emerged from the universality of the Church 
and the building itself; but the plan required 
a little more thought in that it had to be a fitting

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WV ith the awakened interest among architects 
and interior designers for murals and the realiza- 
tion of how much they, as a type of decoration, 
contribute to the beauty of a structure, it is inter- 
esting to observe the varied mediums of expres- 
sion used in their design. From the viewpoint 
of the interior designer, one of the most ambitious 
applications of the mural for a public building 
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was recently completed for the Toledo Public Lib- 
rary. Aside from the exemplary architectural treat- 
ment of the building and the murals used as the chief 
source of decorative interest, the building achieves addi- 
tional distinction for the original uses of glass which the 
architects have expressed. 

Visitors get the feeling of glass from the moment they 
enter. Plate glass doors open into a vestibule where 
vitrolite, a colored opaque flat glass, is used in red on

The conference 
room, beyond, is furnished with a long 
walnut conference table and accompanying 
chairs; and consoles of the same design 
permit enlargement of the table to seat 
twenty-six persons. The ceiling is of acous-

Korean chest flanked by armchairs covered with fabric 
resembling Tibetan sheepskin; yet with these few well- 
chosen pieces the hall has a completely furnished look. 

The living room is set six steps below the gallery 
level for two reasons: it gains spaciousness and added 
ceiling height, and it permits the room to be set in a 
separate wing away from the rest of the house—an 
arrangement in its favor for large parties. The fireplace 
is slightly recessed in one wail, and an antique Japanese 
two-panel screen — in tones of pine-green silhouetted 
against gold — has been placed above the firebox framed 
with polished brass. A large sofa, covered in lapin 
cloth, has been placed directly opposite, before a large 
window, and in front of it a Philippine rattan coffee 
table with hardwood top. A desk and desk chair, placed 
below the bookshelves of the gallery balustrade, are 
covered in natural color pigskin. This contemporary 
desk in its Modern setting, the chef d’oeuvre of the room, 
is in sharp contrast to the antique tooled bindings and 
the old Chinese sculpture of the Sung period which form 
the background. The desk top is executed in various 
shades of cork, the door-fronts are covered in pigskin, 
in a geometric design, and ring handles animate the 
plain surface. The woodwork here, as in the gallery, is 
exotic Lauan. The draperies, extending in simple pleats 
from behind a roof beam to the floor, are of tea-colored 
textural fabric woven in an intermittent loop pattern. A 
shaggy Cambodian rug covers the floor. Accentuating 
notes of color are derived from Modern paintings. 

The dining room gives upon a walled garden where 
Eucalyptus logs support a lath roof which throws ever 
changing shadows onto the walls and ground. Rocks, 
stepping stones, a pine tree set against bamboo, and a 
Chinese giant honeysuckle against the wall animate this 
delightful setting. The dining room chairs and table 
are of Philippine rattan, the sideboard and the base of 
the long console table are of pickled Oregon pine, and 
all furniture tops are bark brown lacquer. Plaster walls, 
the same pleasing tan color of the living room, afford 
a perfect complement for the sharp green antique taffeta 
curtains set behind a simple box cornice at the ceiling 
and draped very simply to the floor; the same taffeta 
fabric appears on the chair cushions which have been 
framed in opulent looped fringe. A heavier wool fringe 
has also been used to trim the brown Cambodian carpet. 

A muted gray color scheme characterizes the Master 
bedroom, with its pale gray walls and woodwork, gray 
rug and spun rayon curtains edged with white rat-tail 
fringe. A mirror-top occasional table with mirrored 
pineapple glass has been set before the wide window 
filling one entire wall; and this gleaming mirror note is 
reiterated in an opalescent panel of mirror hanging above 
a Modern glass table beside the bed, covered very simply 
with a pale gray spread. The only notes of strong color 
are supplied by vases of flowers.

personal interpretation of the pastor’s desires in combina- 
tion with the character of the architecture and the ultimate 
spiritual and devotional quality which it should reflect. 

The interior, having the marked stamp of the Roman 
basilica of late Italian Renaissance interpretation, has been 
treated generally in tones of limestone ascending from a 
rich tan on the lower walls to varying and lighter tones 
in the upper reaches of the edifice, with color accents in 
those architectural elements which reveal their function 
and purpose. 

The side aisle domes are very simply treated with deco- 
rative motifs accenting and ornamenting the sustaining 
pendentives. The walls of the side aisles form a pleasing 
rhythm, especially when seen through the arches and col- 
umns of the center nave, revealing ali the simple beauty 
of the classic ached windows and sculptured and poly- 
chromed stations of the cross softly outlined against the 
warm tone of the wall above the Italian siena marble 
wainscoting. The soffitts of the arches of the side aisles 
are more strongly treated to fit their function as elements 
of support. Above the arches in the nave a pattern of 
decoration under and around the triforium windows is 
introduced, which enriches those surfaces in a subdued 
manner, but nevertheless respects the underlying archi- 
tectural divisioning. 

The cornice above the arches in the center nave, being 
a functional architectural member, is emphasized in a 
subtle gray-blue in the frieze, over which runs a beautiful 
rinceau done in chiaroscuro. Below the frieze in the 
spandrel panels between the arches are plaster relief circles 
which are done in gold and antiqued. Within these circu- 
lar frames are found the heads of the apostles, richiy 
painted in color, being interpretations of the famous sta- 
tues of Bernini in the various churches of Rome. The 
placement of the apostles follows more or less the accepted 
tradition of their individual ties with the Master. Around 
these circles are three fitting elements of decoration done 
in chiaroscuro on a terra-cotta background appropriately 
filling the remaining area. The conjunction of these 
arches is sustained by Italian siena imitation marble col- 
umn shafts, which have been polished to their original 
luster, surmounted by classic Corinthian capitals finished 
in gold and antiqued. 

The architectural and decorative rhythm of nave and 
side aisles culminates in the sanctuary and lateral altars. 
The side altars are in semicircular arched niches, the 
domed portion of which is decorated with a rich cartouche 
supported by angels, bearing the respective emblem of the 
altars—in one The Blessed Virgin, the other, St. Joseph. 
The decorative motif is beautifully modeled in chiaroscuro 
on a deep golden brown background. 

Below the cornice, treated in a tone of stone, the back- 
ground of the altar is treated in a subtle gray-blue divided 
into vertical bands and decorated with fleurs-de-lis done 
in chiaroscuro, very much like the traditional painted rep- 


resentation of rich cloth as of the Renaissance period.

The activities of the late George Grey Barnard as a 
discoverer, expert and collector of art are well known to 
have been as extensive as his activities as one of America’s 
greatest sculptors. An account of his life and work ap- 
peared in the December 1937 INTERIOR DEsIGN AND DEc- 
ORATION. He not only purchased, but in many instances, 
actually discovered and excavated the objects he brought 
to America.

Against this beautiful architectural and fittingly deco- 
rated setting, the side altars proper, surmounted by the 
statues of The Virgin Mary and St. Joseph, form a pleasing 
and desirable silhouette. These side altars especially are 
an extremely beautiful and complete element in themselves. 

The triumphal arch, which enframes the sanctuary, is 
simply treated in colors of stone to emphasize its structural 
significance. Jts majestic form, of course, tells its own 
story in its relation to the whole. The only other point of 
emphasis are the richly painted spandrel panels on either 
side depicting Moses holding the Tablets of the Law and 
St. Luke in the act of writing the story of the Gospel. 

The sanctuary, which houses the Holy Sacrament, by 
its decorative treatment attests its importance as the focal 
point of the edifice in its subdued yet extremely ornate 
treatment, giving the impression of a rich all-over tapestry. 
The unity of this composition can best be described by 
saying that the Altar itself contains the Blessed Sacrament, 
the panel above and behind the Altar forming a back- 
ground for the large cross on which is a sculptured figure 
of The Crucified Christ, and the panel directly above in 
the dome bearing a painting of The Crowned Christ, The 
King, with Scepter and Orb, enveloped in a mantle of 
rich red, against a celestial background. To the right and 
to the left of Christ The King, are similar ovals represent- 
ing respectively The Blessed Virgin and St. Luke, the 
Patron Saint of the Church. 

Above the Italian siena marble wainscot forming the 
vertical base of the sancutary and on either side of the 
Altar rise two pilasters in relief, the field of which are 
decorated in typical Italian Renaissance decoration done 
in chiaroscuro over a deep golden brown field. The cornice 
above is done in gray-blue, carrying a chiaroscuro rinceau 
and the word “Sanctus” under the three main panels. 
Above the cornice these pilasters continue as supporting 
ribs in the dome of the sanctuary, finally joining the 
plaster relief circle on which is represented the Dove sym- 
bolizing the Holy Ghost, executed on a soft Della Robbia 
blue field. 

The panels on either side of these pilasters, both below 
the cornice and in the dome, are decorated with Renais- 
sance arabesques evolving from blue and gold medallions, 
carrying the symbol of the Cross. 

The entire composition and pattern of the decoration 
forms an extremely ornate yet subtle design, depending 
on the softness of the color used to create an atmosphere 
of quiet concentration and spiritual devotion. In fact, 
the entire idea of elaborating the sanctuary is suggestive 
basically as an expression of sincere spiritual homage. 
The entire effect and spirit of a house of worship re- 
quires a vast fund of knowledge by the designer who, 
in this instance, has achieved perfection in every detail,

leatherette; the chairs are done in sunlight yellow leather. 
The whole effectiveness of this pepular room is its achieve- 
ment in creating an interior space suggesting an outdoor 
atmosphere. 

Mr. Hopkins leans toward the satirical in his highly 
amusing and whimsical dining room which he calls “The 
Plush Horse.” In an original manner the Victorian era 
has been elaborated on, reaching a peak in ornate decora- 
tive plaster treatments which are highly overscaled, yet 
this room results in an effect both rich in color and full of 
charm due to its skillful handling. As a foremost Vic- 
torian note, the brilliant red of the period is used for the 
velvet upholstery on the wall benches and for the carpet, 
woven in a strong ribbon pattern. Decorative plaster in 
bold, scroll design has been used for the chandeliers, wall 
brackets and architectural moldings about the doors; these 
are painted a warm white which stands out in bold relief 
against the gunmetal walls. The ceiling is also white, giv- 
ing a reflection to heighten the illumination from the chan- 
deliers and wall brackets; several of these brackets are 
placed against columns of a weird-looking dark green 
marble to add to the fun and humor expressed in this room. 
The chairs, specially created by the designer, are Victorian 
in feeling but he has considerately supplied far more com- 
fort and practicality in them than the originals ever 
offered; their upholstery is a mohair fabric in a gold 
color. As you may have guessed, Mrs. Astor’s plush horse 
was the inspiration; a model of this famous bespangled 
steed is placed on a bracket before one of the mirrors and 
also colorfully ornaments the overscaled menu. 

The third dining area designed for the hotel is the 
“Coffee House” which of necessity had to be completely 
functional with a clean, crisp color scheme appropriate 
for quick service at any hour of the day, therefore no 
decorative theme was called for. The colors chosen were 
beige and brown accented by the green of sansevieria 
plants used wherever various sections of the room are 
divided. The floor, in asphalt tile, is worked out in beige 
and brown; the ceiling is white with dome coffers contain- 
ing the lighting fixtures. Wall benches are covered in tan 
leatherette and the light maple chairs have cane backs with 
seats upholstered in brown leather. Tables before the wall 
benches have tops of brown formica and the rest are in a 
cream color.

the walls and cadet blue on the ceiling, with a design in 
lines sand-etched in silver. Another set of plate glass 
doors opens into the main hall, where the full beauty of 
inlaid glass is seen in the murals for the first time. All 
designing, selection of colors and fabrications of the 
glass for the murals were under the general direction of 
Frank Sohn, who worked under the supervision of Alfred 
A. Hahn and Fred M. Morris, Architects. 

Towering pilasters and columns reveal the beauty and 
usefulness of modern glass. The main hall measures 108 
x 50 feet, and there are eight large rectangular columns. 
The principal wall areas in this main hall are covered with 
opaque structural flat glass, suntan in color, with a base of 
black glass wainscoting entirely around the room. 

The principal decorative feature of the main hall is 
eight murals of inlaid glass in full color, each six feet high, 
in a rich composition of life-size figures, abstract elements 
and symbols to represent each department of the library. 
The subjects shown in these murals are philosophy, 
science, commerce, history, literature, religion, art and 
music. Two of the murals are sixteen feet long, two are 
twenty-four feet and two others are twenty-six feet long. 

The designs for these murals were made by John Benson 
of New York City, with the exception of the Philosophy 
panel, which was designed by Frank Sohn. Artists who 
assisted in the design and development of all subjects were 
John Von Wicht and Louis Ross, both of New York. Carl 
Mohlin assisted in the design of the Art panel.

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The inlay work was accomplished by first cutting each 
piece to the required size and then cementing into 
the sandblasted depressions in the glass with a special 
mastic so that they were flush with the surface when com- 
pleted. For the inlay material, glass of nearly 100 differ- 
ent colors and various textures were gathered from all 
parts of the world. The inlaid work was executed under the 
direction of Walter Dieter, Albert Travis and Robert Hud- 
speth. Actual cutting, preparing and fitting of the thou- 
sands of inlay pieces was done by thirty workmen under 
the supervision of Peter Hull. 


In the main children’s room, second floor, most of the 
wall area is in jade vitrolite glass. In this wall area are 
thirteen glass inlay murals, each about three and one-half 
feet high and six feet wide, representing characters from 
books and legendary tales. The subjects are Pinocchio, 
Pied Piper of Hamelin, Rip Van Winkle, Odysseus, David 
and Goliath, Siegfried, Beowulf, Robin Hood, King 
Arthur, Joan of Arc, Pecos Bill, Paul Bunyan and Arabian 


Nights, designed by Frank Sohn and Josef Kossoff. 


In the children’s story hour room, a glass inlay panel 
four feet high and running continuously around the room 
and made up of subjects from Mother Goose tales and 
Aesop’s fables, was designed by Marjorie Grace. 

An interesting glass feature is a set of three decorated 
plate glass mirrors over the entrance to the main hall, 
where subjects symbolic of Knowledge were sandblasted 
into the glass and then decorated in gold leaf.
